Fall, who has been ill with a lung 
ailm ent since the tria l started, sat still 
in his big green leather easy chair in 
the prisoner’s dock as the verdict was 
read. 
Doheny stood a t his left and 
his El Paso physician, H. T. Safford 
and a nurse were at his right 
Every m em ber of the jury recom 
mended “the mercy of the court” when 
the 12 were polled at request of de 
lense counsel. 
Thom as E. Norris, 28-year-old bank 
teller elected forem an just before the 
jury cam e in, read the verdict in i 
single word, “guilty.” 
W hen court adjourned the 73-year 
old Doheny made an impassioned out­ 
burst of rage to a friend.

LOSSES CONSERVATIVELY ESTI­ 
MATED AT IO BILLION SINCE 
THE DECLINE STARTED

New York, Oct. 25.—The psychology 
of the mob has 
penetrated 
to 
the 
stock m arket but it was the general 
belief today that big bankers would 
not permit a continuation of the hys­ 
terical, even panicky, 
selling 
which 
yesterday brought the 
most 
drastic 
shaking out of small traders in his­ 
tory. 
This morning accounts of the mar­ 
ket which ended with a flourish of 
12,894,650 shares on the stock exchange 
and 6,337,400 shares on the curb, were 
accompanied by advertisements of one 
of Wall Street’s biggest houses, stat­ 
ing that the end of the bear drive had 
arrived and that the market was now 
on the road 
to 
betterment 
which 
would continue into 1980. 
The simple reason that the powerful 
bankers wanted to put a halt to the 
frenzied selling was that a continua­ 
tion would impair the nation’s credit 
and work havoc with business in gen­ 
eral. , 
It was heartrending to see the reck­ 
less selling of the best stocks in the 
world — stocks that represent com­ 
panies as staunch as the Rock of Gib­ 
raltar. 
The word “panic” was used 
freely, but the panic was only In the 
minds of those foolhardy enough to 
sacrifice everything to get rid of their 
holdings. 
Counting up losses 
consfrvatlvely, 
today, it would not be amiss to iitiin- 
ate them at more than $10,OOO,000,000 
since the downward movement began 
after September 8 when the indus­ 
trial average touched a new record 
high of $881.17, 
Last 
night the Industrial average 
was down $82.70 points from tbs peak. 
Of course, that decline was not felt by 
all stocks, but the highest grade steres 
on the board suffered. If seoh steak 
dropped an average of ten pointy abd 
that Is conservative, the loss for tke 
entire market would amount to more 
than $10,000,000,000. 
How to determine who forfeits that , 
amount is very difficult. The decline 
had been calculated on all shares list­ 
ed. 
It embraces paper as well as ac­ 
tual losses. 
Everyone did not unload 
his holdings, although all show the 
losses on paper if they held. 
The small traders who relied upon 
margins were wiped out and their 
losses include not only the potential 
profits but also actual money taken 
out of their pockets to make up defi­ 
cits. Brokers have been very careful 
not to keep poorly margined accounts 
and therefore they were not losers. 
In this connection a group of brok­ 
ers who met last night found no evi­ 
dence of failure anywhere. A state­ 
m ent by Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. 
Morgan dc Company earlier in the day 
Indicated the sam e thing. 
The wealthiest traders in the coun­ 
try are said to have lost hugs sums. 
There are a few In every break who 
hold on too long, and that may be the 
case this time. 
The next question naturally is how 
long before the m arket can come back 
to anything like its former buoyancy. 
That Is a problem. 
In the old days, the traders had 
things figured out to a nicety. 
The 
m arket ran In cycles. 
When a rise 
had continued so m any months, it was 
time for reaction and reaction always 
came. 
The same was true of the rise 
that was due to follow a decline. 
But now times have changed. Old 
measurem ents 
have 
b e e n 
proved 
wrong. 
It is impossible 
to 
gauge 
m arket swings. 
The reason for this 
has been the entry on a large scale 
of small traders. 
They are out now, 
but the effects remain.

R a i l r o a d s are commonplace things, but their importance is 
conceded by every thinking man. 
At the last Rotary meeting J. 
P. Anderson, superintendent of the Northern Pacific railway 
shops, gave an extended review of Class I railways, under which 
the N. P. is grouped. 
The average person starts on a railway trip and during its 
progress gives little thought to the magnitude of the plant and the 
service which they have placed at his disposal. 
De scarcely, if 
ever, considers the precision of operation, whether it is automatic 
or otherwise. 
But it must be apparent to every one that supervision and 
direction of the most capable sort is necessary so chat railways 
may render complete and satisfactory service. 
Careful planning 
and watchful supervision keep trains on their schedules. 
Load­ 
ing, switching, hauling, interchanging and unloading of every 
freight and of every less-than-carload shipment is attended with 
a lot of details. 
Steam railways now' employ an army of over one and two- 
thirds million men. 
A corps of 17,000 officers and about 5,000 
professional assistants supervise the work. Traffic needs are met 
and provision made for the future. 
In the 17 year period from 
1911 to 1928 there was an increase of 63,000 milos in trackage. 
The United States carries 33 per cent of the world’s railway mile­ 
age. 
During the seVen years from 1922 to 1929, the Class I rail­ 
ways spent nearly five and a half billion dollars enlarging and im­ 
proving their properties. 
These were made necessary to keep 
pace with the rapid development of the country and to increase the 
efficiency and economy of operation. The railways have placed in 
service a large number of new and heavier locomotives, passenger 
cars and freight cars. They have cut down grades, reduced curves, 
improved facilities, laid heavier rail and ballast, and iii a thousand 
ways have put their lines into better physical condition. The rail­ 
way plant and rolling stock have been handled more efficiently by 
the management and the men. 
For the year ended December 31, 1928, the railways sold their 
services to customers at the rate of 1.081 cents per ton-mile and 
2.850 cents per passenger mile. 
Tho latter is scarcely more than 
the costs of sending a first-class letter to practically any point in 
the Western Hemisphere. 
So, for less than three cents the rail­ 
roads carried a passenger and his baggage, where the weight is 
less than 150 pounds, one mile, and in addition they hauled ap­ 
proximately 9,000 pounds of vehicle to seat him. 
For only 1.081 
cents they transferred a ton of freight one mile and also handled 
over 1,500 tons of dead weight to provide the service. 
The average amount received by these roads for hauling a 
passenger one mile was slightly less than two cents in 1911, al­ 
most three and one-tenth cents in 1921, against the highest year 
in recent times, and a trifle over two and nine-tenths in 1926. 
There was a steady decline every year between 1921 and 1926. 
The freight rate in 1928 represents a reduction of 15 per cent un­ 
der 1921, and for passenger fares the percentage of reduction is 
about 8 per cent. 
Few persons have any conception of the extent to which 
freight rates have been reduced since the beginning of 1921. The 
saving to the shipping public from reduced rates aggregated 
nearly four billion 880 million dollars during the years 1922 to 
1928 inclusive. This is the total amount the shippers would have 
paid for transportation service in those seven years, above' what 
they did pay, had the rate remained at the peak of 1921. 
Thus the economies in operation have not accrued wholly to 
the railways themselves, for a large part of tin' benefits derived 
from reductions in operating expenses have been passed on to the 
shipping public in the form of reduced freight charges. 
The railways make large purchases of raw and manufactured 
products, timber, steel, coal, aluminum, lead, zinc, tinplates cement 
and copper. 
In order to earn enough gross to buy an ordinary hand lan­ 
tern the railways are required to haul one tori of freight 92 miles; 
for a coal scoop 143 miles; a keg of railway spikes 555 miles; an 
ordinary cross tie 82 miles; a box car 168,916 miles; a freight 
caboose 299,815 miles. To pay for a dav of track labor it is neces­ 
sary to haul one ton of freight 265 miles. 
For a day s wages of 
a machinist 583 miles. 
For a ton of fuel 2 46 miles. 
To buy an 
ordinary day coach the railways are required to transport a p a s ­ 
senger 988,954 miles; and to supply a dining car one passenger 
has to be carried 1,760,442 miles. 
Notwithstanding this situation, our railways maintain the 
lowest rates with a very low capitalization per mile, and at ihe 
same time pay wages that place Lie American railway employe on 
a plane which might justify calling him the aristocrat of tile 
world’s railway workers, as asserted by Lee (I. Lauek, an eminent 
economist. 
The American railway industry, for its size, and considering 
the large number of companies operating it, is the soundest and 
strongest business in the world.

The much heralded Cow and Hen 
train came to Brainerd this morning 
and its educational features were even 
superior 
to 
what 
advance 
notices 
claimed. 
Taking advantage of the opportun­ 
ity to learn more of the cow. the hen. 
and the turkey and with w arm sun­ 
shine to insure a pleasant visit, hun­ 
dreds of farm ers came from miles 
around to hear the advice of experts 
from the University of Minnesota E x­ 
tension Service and to see the ex­ 
hibits arranged in a decidedly inter­ 
esting way in the train. 
Thousands of people including high 
school students passed through the 
train. 
The train continued on its w-ay 
north at 12:30 p. rn m aking the first 
stop at Pequot where a program simi­ 
lar to the one here was held. 
Local arrangem ents were made by 
a com mittee of B rainerd business men 
headed by County Agent E. G. Roth. 
A total of 1,476 people were clocked 
by checkers stationed at the entrance 
of the train as having passed througl 
Of this num ber 766 were school chil­ 
dren. 
Besides 
this 
group 
approxi­ 
mately IOO youngsters w h o were not 
checked passed through the train. 
The program and exhibits of the 
train -were designed to tell and show 
new ways to profit in dairying and in 
poultry raising including the raising 
of turkeys. 
The program was intro­ 
duced by F. W. Peck, director of +he 
extension division of the D epartm ent 
of Agriculture, University of M inne­ 
sota. 
The first speakers were Dr. F. 
B. 
Hutt, 
poultry 
specialist 
of 
Mr. 
P eck’s division, and fir. W. A. Bill­ 
ings, veterinary specialist and au th o r­ 
ity on turkey raising in the same 
division. 
Dr. Hutt said that successful poultry 
raising 
depended 
on 
having 
good 
stock, and then on sanitation, proper 
feeding, early hatching and rigorous 
culling. 
Sanitation, he said, called for 
chicken yards of ample size, and the 
changing 
of 
such 
yards 
to 
fresh 
ground every year, in order to avo* 
coccidiosis and worm infestation. Pro 
per feeding called not only for the 
feeding of grain mashes b u t l e r the 
feeding of animal protein in tne form 
of m eat scraps. 
Early hatching wa 
desirable, as a m eans of getting early- 
laying pullets so as to get eggs 
m arket in the fall and early w inter 
when prices were highest. 
Culling 
said Dr. H utt, was necessary in ordo 
to weed out. unproductive birds. 
Dr. Billings told his hearers that 
modern turkey raising differed rad; 
cally from old time methods when 
eggs were hatched under hens and 
the young and old birds were allowed 
to run with chickens, which sprea 
blackhead, 
a 
disease 
which 
causes 
great losses am ong turkeys. The mod 
em me thod, he said, was to start 
feeding the breeding flock for egg pro 
duction about Ja n u ary I. confining the 
breeding hens in a yard about 50 bv 
200 feet; to keep the eggs not ove 
two weeks and then, if possible to 
hatch 
them 
in 
incubators, 
and 
to 
transfer the young turkeys to brood 
houses at least 200 yards from other 
farm buildings. 
In this way, said Dr. 
Billings, losses from diseases could bo 
greatly reduced and turkey raising 
could be made profitable, if after the 
poults were removed from the brooder 
house they were placed in lots which 
could be changed from time to time 
so as to keep the birds on 
fresh 
ground. 
Hr urged his hearers to write 
to 
the 
Mailing 
R o o m , 
University 
Farm , St. Paul, Minn., for a bulletin 
called "Talking Turkey,” which gives 
full details as to the new method. 
H. R. Searles, dairy specialist of the 


cessful dairy-farm ing. 
He had w ith 
him four cows: Two good cows, one 
of w hich well fed produced 442 pounds 
of b u tte rfa t a year, an d the other 
poorly fed producing 246 pounds of 
b u tterfat in a year; and tw o poor 
cows, one of w hich well fed produced 
179 pounds of b u tte rfa t a year, and 
the o th e r, poorly fed producing only 
125 pounds of b u tterfat a year. 
W ith 
these cows as exam ples, he pointed out 
th a t the tw o needs in successful dairy­ 
ing w ere good stock and good feed­ 
ing. 
He em phasized the point th a t 
dairy farm ers m ilked cows to m ake 
money, and th a t it paid to have cows 
of high productiveness and to feed 
them well. 
The points m ade by Mr. Searles 
were em phasized by M agnus C hristian­ 
son and K enneth H anks, two dairy 
calf club boys, now students at the

of 
A griculture, 
U niversity 
Farm , w*ho gave a dem onstration in 
dairy-cow feeding. 
In this dem onstra 
tion they showed th a t a cow m ust not 
only be fed enough to m aintain her 
body weight, but enough m ore to make 
the largest am ount of m ilk they were 
capable of producing. 
It paid, there 
fore, to feed cows according to their 
individual capacity to give m ilk. 
F ra n k B. A slroth, representing the 
A m erican Jersey C attle club, gave a 
brief talk on the im portance of having 
herd sires of proved w orth as pro 
ducers of large-yielding cows. 
On the 
train were three sires—a Jersey, e 
H olstein, and a G urnsey—w hich Mr 
A stroth used as illustrations of proper 
types. 
A nother 
interesting 
dem onstration 
sn the tra in ’s program w as by Charles 
Laros, representing the P oultry R e­ 
search Society of Am erica.
